WAR PLANS ARE RUSHED 
BY THE ADMINISTRATION 


Already Steps Have Been 
Taken to Secure Co-opera- 
tion Between American 
Fleet and Those of Entente 
Allies — Outline of Plans 

Under Consideration. 


Washington, April 3.—War plans, 


Pe military, economic and financial, for 


tense council with its 


aggressive hostilities against Germany 
were rushed forward today by the ad- 
ministrative branch of the government 
and only await action by congress on 
a war resolution to be put into execu- 


tion. 

Enactment of the resolution not later 
than Thursday was confidently fore- 
cast at the capitol after a delay of 
twenty-four hours had been caused in 
the senate by Senator La Follette's ob- 
jection to its immediate consideration. 
Debate will begin in both houses to- 
morrow with action before adjourn- 
ment probable. Sentiment in favor of 
the resolution is almost unanimous, 
and the only question fs how much time 
shall be devoted to speech-making. 

President Wilson and his cabinet 
went over the war plans at a two-hour 
session and previously the national de- 
vilian advisory 
commission and several subsidiary or- 
ganizations developed policies and de- 
talls of momentous consequence to the 
nation. Meanwhile, the war and navy 
departments were going ahead with 
the most immediate preparations for 
defense. 

Already the navy has taken steps 
to insure co-operation between the 
American fleet and those of the entente 
allies, to become effective upon the 
formal entry of the United States into 
the war.

The Colonel Stops Over in 

Washington to Express 
His Admiration of “Great 
State Paper.” 


Washington, April 3.—Colonel Roose- 
velt, on his way home from Florida, 
made a@ flying trip to the white house 
between trains here today to congratu- 
late President Wilson on his address 
to congress. When he found the presi- 
dent was at work in the executive 
offces he would not send in his name, 
but left his card with the chief usher 
and rushed back to the railroad sta- 
tion. 

Just before resuming his journey 
the former president dictated a state- 
ment declaring the president’s mes- 
sage a great etate paper and express- 
ing the hope that he would be allowed 
to raise a ‘division for immediate ser- 
vice at the front. 

Roosevelt's Statement. 

Colonel Roosevelt, standing in the 
midst of a great crowd in the railway 


station here, dictated the following 
Statement: ps 


“The president’s message is a great 
state er which will rank in histo 
among the great state papers of whi 
Americans in future years will be 
proud. It now rests with the people 
of the country to see that we put in 
practice the policy the president has 
outlined and that we strike as hard, 
as soon, and as effectively as possible 
in aggressive war against the govorn- 
ment of rmany. e must send 
troops to the firing line as rapidly as 
possible. Defensive war ig — 
We must by vigorous offensive warfare 
win the right to have our voice count 
for civilization and justice when the 
time for peace comes, 

“I, of course, very earnestly hope

‘STRINGENT SPY LAW 


EARLY WAR MEASURE 


Wilson’s Germany Has Had 
Spies Even in U. S. Gov- 
ernment Offices. 


Washington, April 3»—The signifi- 
cance of President Wilson's warning of 
German spies “even in our offices of 
government” became apparent today 
when it was learned that on several 
occasions trails of the German secret 
service have been discovered within 
some of the most closely guarded pre- 
cincts of the executive departments. 

Although officials do not 
that access has been gained by the 
foreign agents to any information of 
great importance, they are understood 
to be convinced that not even the state 
department, with its highly confidential 
diplomatic facilities, has been free 
from invasion. , 8 

No evidence on which prosecutions 
can be based has been found, it is said, 
but enough has been revealed to 
prompt a sweeping official investiga- 
tion and precautions which the depart- 
ment believes will safeguard its in- 
rests more adequately in the future. 
In his address to congress last night 
the president laid particular stress on 
the activities of German spies and a 
stringent spy law will be one of the 
first war measures requested of con- 
gress by the administration.

PATH IS CLEARED 


IN BOTH HOUSES 
FOR STATE OF WAR 


Washington, April 3.—The way was 
cleared on both sides of the capitol to- 
day for prompt enactment of the — 
ministratlon resolution declaring 4 
state of war exists with Germany and 
directing the president to prosecute it 
with all the nation’s resources to a 
successful termination. 

Balked by Senator La Follette in an 
effort to have the resolution taken up 
immediately after it had been present- 
ed from the foreign relations commit- 
tee, senate leaders decided to begin 
tomorrow morning at 10 o’clock a ses- 
sion to continue until a vote has been 
taken. Letters signed by Senators Mar- 
tin and Gallinger, respectively the dem- 
ocratic and republican leaders, went 
to each senator tonight asking him to 
be in his seat tomorrow and announc- 
ing the plan for a continuous session, 

If the leaders can hold a quorum, as 
they were able to do in the closing 
hours of the last session on the armed 
neutrality bill, it is probable that there 
will be action late tomorrow night or 
Thursday morning. It is not expected 
that there will be any attempt to fili- 
buster, but no one knew tonight how 
many senators would speak. 

Adoption of the resolution by the 
house before tomogrow night is pre- 

icted by members of the foreign af- 
airs committee. The committee will 
meet in the morning and is expected 
to report back quickly the resolution 
as approved today by the senate com- 
mittee. A, special rule probably will 
be asked from the rules committee to 
expedite the resolution, regardless of 
its progress in the senate, and little 
delay is looked for once it reaches the 
house floor. Sentiment on the house 
side is almost unanimously in favor of 
the measure.

Men Nowhere Near the 


Limit Needed by the Gov- 
ernment. 


Washington, April 3.—Administra- 
tion plans for raising an army on the 
principle of universal liability to serv- 
ice, to be submitted to congress as 
soon as the pending war resolution is 
adopted, are based on selective con- 
scription of young men to be sum- 
moned to the colors as rapidly as they 
can be trained and officered. A detail- 
ed scheme for the registration of eligi- 
bles has been worked out. 

After married men, others with de- 
pendents, those whose service is re- 
quired in industries have been exempt- 
ed, others within the age limits fixed 
will be examined physically, and those 
found fit will be selected, possibly by 
lot,, until the first 500,000 to be train- 
ed are secured. 

It was made clear today that 500,000 
is nowhere near the limit needed, and 
that it is expected that more than 500,- 
000 available will be found in the first 
classification. Others will be trained 
as rapidly as possible by officers from 
the regular army, national guard and 
officers’ reserve corps. 

Age Limits Are Fixed. 

Maximum and minimum age limits 
for the first call are fixed in the ad- 
ministration plan, but will not be made 
public until it is presented to con- 
gress. In recent discussions a min- 
imum of 18 years and a maximum of 
23 years have been mentioned. 

Preliminary military steps possible 
under existing laws were added. today 
to those already taken. They includ- 
ed direction by Secretary Baker that 
the first class at the West Point Mil- 
itary academy be graduated April 20, 
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The corridors of the war and navy 
departments were busy today, and an 
air of suppressed excitement prevailed 
in all of s. Immediate preparations 
must be made to double or treble the 
clerical forces of both departments to 
meet the coming strain. New quarters 
must be found to house the new civil 
elements. Buildings near the state, 
war and navy structure are being 
looked over for this purpose. 


Naval Militia and Reserve. 


Only one big move in preparation 
for war remains to be made in the navy 
department. That is mobilization of 


the naval militia and the varieus 
classes of the naval reserve. The for- 
mer will go to the reserve ships of 
the line, filling out skeletomcrews and 
making the ships ready 
From the latter will come the men for 
the coast patrol and submarine chaser 
service as well as additional men for 
line ships. 

Probably 15,000 men could be added 
to the navy personnel at once by this 
mobilization. It has been estimated 
that double that number would be re- 
quired for full patrol of the Atlantic 
coast by motorboat. It seems probable 
that pniess sufficient volunteers re- 
spond promptly, the universal service 
system may be invoked to fill up the 
navy’s ranks. 

Bids were opened at the war depart- 
ment today for 16-inch rifles to go in 
the coast defenses. The Bethlehem 
Steel company was the only bidder, of- 
fering two or four guns complete at 
$225,000 each, or without breach mech- 
anism at $215,000 each. These guns 
are part of the new coast defense pro- 
gram approved by congress a year ago. 

In connection with the army plans, 
it was pointed out today that under 
the present national defense act the 
national guard can be brought to its 
full war strength by draft. The force 
has an authorized total strength of 
440,000 and its present strength is 
about 160,000. Orders to muster out 
men with dependent families and those 
in the government service or at work 
on government contracts may reduce 
this number considerably. 

It is not known whether the war 
department contemplates any change 
in e present status of the guard. 
These troops would not be available 
for service in Europe under existing 
law, and in addition, the full number 
may be required for police work at 
home. More than 60,000 are now so 
employed.

Noted Lecturer on Japan 
Declares the Kaiser Wants 
United States at Council 
Board to Obtain Fair Peace 
Terms. 


That Germany is provoking the Unit- 
ed States into war for the sole reason 
of getting this nation into the Furo- 
pean congress to be held after the war 
is the opinion of Dr. William Mliott 
Griffis, of New York, a lecturer and 
writer of note on Japan and allied 
Oriental topics, and a member of the 
National Institute of Arts and Letters, 
who arrived in Atlanta Tuesday for a 
visit of several days and is stopping at 
the Ansley hotel. 

“Russia, England and France will 
want to crush Germany, and Germany 
wants some great and powerful na- 
tion, without European interests, to act 
as a moderator in the coming European 
council,” said he. “One thing in recent 
American history that impressed Ger- 
many more than anything else in the 
nation’s whole history was the action 
of the United States in 1900 in regard 
to the Boxer uprising in China. The 
United States was the only one of the 
powers with military power which 
wanted to get out of China as quickly 
as possible. Other powers intended to 
stay in China. The United States dic- 
tated the whole settlement of the Chi- 
nese question. The European powers 
were going ¢o lay on China an indem- 
nity that would have crippled her for 
generations, but the United States com- 
pelled them to cut it in half. 

“So Germany has great faith in the 
fairness of the United States, and real- 
izes the necessity of getting this nation 
into the European council. They know 
that the United States will be fair, and 
that this nation has never vet done an 
intentional injustice, but has always 
been the teacher and the helper, both 
of Asiatic nations and others.” 

China dismissed the German minis- 
ter, thinks Dr. Griffis, because she 
wanted to get into the parliament of 
the whole world, for no nation can sit 
at this council who has not been in 
the war. Japan was never richer than 
she is today, and she holds control of

Dr. Griffis served in educational 
work in Japan from 1870 to 1874, when 
he organized the first public schools 
on the west coast. He is the only for- 
eigner living who, as a guest in a 
daimio’s castle, saw the feudal system 
of Japan in living operation. He is a 
member of the Asiatic Societies of Ja- 
pan and Korea, the Historical Society 
of the Imperial University of Tokio, 
of whose faculty he was for three years 
a member, and the famous Society of 
the Sixth Year of Meiji. In May, 1908, 
the Emperor of Japan conferred on him 
the decoration of the Order of the Ris- 
ing Sun, and his pupils are now am- 
bassadors, judges, statesmen, diplo- 
matists an men of science. So he 
spoke most enthusiastically of these 
people, whose intellectuality, he said, 
was not inferior to our own. 

“I have known President Wilson for 
twenty-five years,” said he, “and have 
often had the pleasure of dining with 
him. He impresses me as a master of 
pomeioas science and reminds me of Cal- 

oun and Webster. But I have always 
thought that he would have to learn 
much in foreign matters, and he has 
learned. He is the best man of all the 
American people whom we could have 
= the presidential chair at the present 

me.“ 


War te Last Year. 


Dr. Griffis said that he thought the 
war would last at least a year longer, 
and ¢hat he thought, as he had from the 
beginning, that it would be settled by 
the human stomach. 

Dr. Griffis is a graduate of old Rut- 
ers college, and while he was in col- 
ege the first two Japanese students 

came to America for training. He is 
the author of forty-one volumes, most- 
ly dealing with Japan, Holland and 
American history. There are sixteen 
of these in thé rnegie library here. 

One of His books is a biography of 
Millard Fillmore, the thirteenth presi- 
dent of the United States, and an inter- 
esting fact, said Dr. Griffis, is that 
Millard Fillmore, following a visit to 
Atlanta in 1853, predicted that the city, 
which he said reminded him of a great 
hand, would some day be the greatest 
southern city, not because of cotton, 
but because of the new system of rail- 
roads. ä 

Not long since Dr. Griffis’ physician 
advised him to come south, and he is 
now on a lecture tour. He expressed 
himself as being especially fond of the 
south. For twenty years, since he gave 
up his work as an active Congregation- 
alist pastor, Dr. Griffis has been writ- 
ing and lecturing. He is devoting much 
time to causing a better understanding 
between the American and the Oriental.

London, April 3.— President Wilson's 
message aligning the United States 


many was warmly welcomed and 


unanimously acclaimed by the British 
people. They recognize that no de- 
cision with a weightier influence upon 
the result of the world struggle has 
Deen given since Great Britain, after a 
féw days of consideration, resolved to 
march with France. No news of the 
last year has so stirred the country, 
save only the Russian revolution. 
There have been no street demon- 
strations or exhibitions of excitement 
such as the first weeks of the war 
saw in London, because the war has 
long since passed the stage of excite- 
ment and is regarded here, as in Amer- 
ica, as a heavy and solemnly borne 
duty. The substance and tone of the 
president's message was an electrifying 
surprise. The directness of his indict- 
ment of the German methods and his 
whole-hearted statement of America’s 
duty to maintain her rights, and of her 
duty to civilization was more than the 
public here expected. 
- . Dispatches from America in the last 
month had reported the president as 
go reluctant to enter the war that 
recommendations to congress limited to 
Gefensive measures for the protection 
of American commerce would have ful- 
filled the general expectations. 

That the Russian revolution did 
much to pave the way for American 
co-operation with Germany’s opponents 
and made President Wilson's policy 
possible is one of the first features of 
the situation which the newspapers 
' geize upon. 

Russ Revolution Lifted Load. 

The Russian revolution lifted a great 
load from the minds of British lib- 
erals, and they enthusiastically indorse 
the president's words concerning Rus- 
sia. No one here expects that the new 
Russian regime will be established 
without trouble, principally because it 
has dealt with the old and firmly- 
rooted bureaucracy of hundreds of 
thousands of officials, great and small, 
Whose interests are all opposed to a 
change and who will command all the 
help German influences can give. Nev- 
ertheless, the moral gain through the 
Russian upheaval is regarded as out- 
weighing the temporary handicaps to 
effective military action while recon- 
struction is under way. 

The only feature of President Wil- 
son's message that evokes dissent is 
his acquittal of the German people 

m responsibility for the policies of 
the German government. Liberal pa- 
pers, like The Daily Chronicle, con- 
tend that the German people have sup- 
ported with apparent enthusiasm such 

roceedings as have been going on in 

Igium and have demanded its an- 
nexation. 

The heads of the government con- 
sider th courtesy requires them to 
withhol mment until the American 
situation has developed further and the 
voice of congress has been heard. Pre- 
mier Lloyd-George will move a reso- 


lution in the house of commons as soon 
as he thinks it fitting. But the mem- 
bers registered their sentiments in ap- 
Plause when President Wilsen’s mes- 
sage was mentioned in the house of 
commons today. . 

The American colony is enthusiastic 
Over the news. The various American 
organizations in London, the most 
prominent of which are the American 
Society and Chamber of Commerce, 
have refrained from any expression re- 
garding the war as long as the United 
States remained neutral, but they will 
formally indorse the president's policy, 
it is announced, now that they are 
free to take action. 

It is not expected that the United 
States would in any event propose to 
join the European alliance, either in 
official circles or by the public. The 
most intense interest centers upon the 
reception of the news by the Germans. 
It is considered questionable here 
whether the German papers will be 
permitted to print the text in full. An 
official has suggested that British air- 
planes could do more effective work in 
scattering the message behind the Ger- 
man lines than by dropping bombs. 


Moral Effect Great. 


The N Chronicle, giving its edi- 
torial on resident Wilson’s address 
the unusual honor of leaded type and 
double column breadth, with the cap- 
tion, “America at War; Wilson’s Mag- 
nificent,Appeal,” says: 5 
It is impossible to read President 
Wilson's speech without being struck 


by its statesmanlike breadth and ele- 


vation of tone. His long patience and 
caution, his determination to advance 
no faster than the mass of opinion in 
his country, only render more impres- 
sive his final crossing of the Rubicon. 
The moral effect of such a speech made 
with a nation of ninety millions behind 
it, must be great throughout the world. 

“It is a strange, impressive phenom- 
enon—this tardy, but weighty interven- 
tion of the United States in the death 
struggle of 8 Here is a nation 
composed of settlers, whose migration 
from the days of the Mayflower onward 
has been largely in the nature of flight 
from tyranny. For the first time on 
any considerable scale they now 
stretch out their hand. 

“The new movement has the same 
motive as the old. It is not inspired 
by national ambitions and has no ag- 

ressive quality. It is a fight for 
reedom and for moral principles, and 
we, hard-pressed nations to whom this 
help, with all its vast potentialities, is 
offered, cannot but feel first and fore- 
most the moral uplifting and preeious 
moral indorsement which comes from 
the advent on our side of forces inspir- 
ed by such an ideal.“ 

The Express says: “The president's 
speech will always be regarded as one 
of the great historic documents of the 
great war. The lofty dignity of his 
language adds to the impressiveness of 
— enunciation of international ideal- 
sm. 

“America is entering the war for the 
one specific purpose of destroying 
Potsdam. If the president’s speech 
means anything, it means that America 
will never treat with the kaiser and 
will resolutely oppose any peace that 
leaves the Hohenzollerns on the Ger- 
man throne.” 

The Daily Mail, in an editorial under 
tie caption of “No Peace With the 
Hohenzollerns,“ says: ‘ 

“President Wilson’s speech will stand 
beside Lincoln’s greatest speeches, for 
its gravity and pathos. It is in effect 
an appeal to the American people to 
take up the task for which Lincoln 
laid down his life, for the issue is to- 
day as it was in 1861 and 1864, free- 
dom, though it would be a sovereign in- 
justice to compare the south, whose 
soldiers fought like gentlemen, with 
the kaiser’s murderous myrmidons 
The president’s speech is a plain 
warning that pirates shall hereafter 
hang in the execution dock under con- 
demnation of the whole world.” 


German People Must Be Freed. 


The Mail argues that the destruction 
of Prussian militarism requires that 
the German people themselves must be 
set free, adding, “though, to tell the 
truth, they show no desire or aptitude 
for freedom, and therefore the despots 
who inoculated the German people with 
the passion for slaughter and cruelty 
must be removed.” 

The Mail credits the Américan people 
with complete disinterestedness in the 
course they are about to adopt and 
hails as one of the most glorious events 
of history the coming of America into 
line with other free peoples. 

The Manchester Guardian, in an edi- 
torial says: 

“President Wilson's speech is ‘our 
greatest victory since the war began. 
We are unreservedly proud and thank- 
ful for it. Every sentence of his past 
speeches that has been criticised here 
and in America adds to the splendor 
of the victory.“ 

The Times editorially views Presi- 
dent Wilson’s action as an event which 
is certain to influence the destinies of 
mankind on both sides of the Atlantic 
for a generation to come” and adds: 
“None greater, except the war itself, 
has happened since the French revolu- 
tion shattered the traditions of feudal- 
iam in Europe... The cause in which 
America draws the sword and the 
grounds on which the president justi- 
fies the momentous step he has taken 
are auguries that the final outcome will 
be for the happiness and welfare of 
mankind. We doubt if in all history a 
great community has ever been sum- 
moned to war on grounds so largely 
ideal.” 

The Westminster Gazette says: 

“The stirring words with which the 


president’s address closes should re- 
move all hope on the enemy’s t and 
all fear on the part of the allies that 
America, having made her choice, will 
pursue it half-heartedly. It is no 
limited liability. warfare she offers. 
She sees from the beginning that in 
this war all must n, all risks be 
run, all liabilities accepted. She comes 
as a great ally with immense reserves 
of man power to be used, as she telle 
us, without stint to supplement and 
fortify the heavily drained resources 
of the other nations who are fighting 
in the same cause.” 
. “Brothers in Arms.” 

Under “Brothers in Arms,” The Pall 
Mall Gazette says today of President 
Wilson’s speech: 

“The president frames the issue in 
A setting calculated to stir the deep- 
est emotions of the American ople. 
The Russian revolution enables him to 
commend it to them as a conflict be- 
tween the virtues of democracy and 
the crimes of autocracy. ... 

“America enters the war without 
reservations. Her action will be wel- 
comed both for the substantial «aid 
whicr she will bring and for the coin- 
munky of spirit which she will fur- 
ther among the free nations of the 
world. it is great satisfaction to be 
joined thus with the nation carrying 
so much of our blood in a vcitisade 
worthy of its best traditions and of 
ours. 

The Globe says: 

“German statesmen have scornfully 
affected to regard the entrance of the 
United States as negligible. We can 
safely leave them to find out their 
mistake. In the meantime we are con- 
tent to stand shoulder to shoulder with 
the land of the free in the greatest 
battle for freedom the world bas ever 
seen.“ 

The Evening Standard says: 

The German government has done 
a very mad thing in forcing. the United 
States into the ranks of its enemies.“ 
It argues that until yesterday Ger- 
many could have obtained peace by 
abandoning submarine warfare, inas- 
much as “the strong pacifist element 
in the United States would have over- 
ruled the wiser party which recognizes 
Prussia as the enemy of mankind who 
must be disabled if the world is to en- 
joy peace.” 

The Standard then says that Ger- 
many in bringing the crushing mate- 
rial and moral force of the great re- 
public against her was acting on only 
two possible theories: First, that Ger- 
many contemplates a surrender and 
that her pride demands that she sur- 
render only to the whole world; sec- 
ond, that it means a desperate stak- 
ing of all on the chance of starving 
England by her submarine campaign. 


“Second Lincoln.” 


“A second Lincoln, a Lincoln inau- 
gural. In these simple words,” says 
‘he Evening Star, our emotions find 
expression as we read the majestic 
closing words of President Wiison’s 
message. We are not ashamed to say 
that these words are destined to echo 
through the ages and to be read by 
free men with grateful hearts. They 
fill our eyes with tears of pride and 
gratitude. .. . Here and now the 
future of humanity is being shaped and 
moulded for all time. 

»Lackin America the allies could 
and would have won the victory over 
organized evil, but the victory would 
not have been complete. . Now 
we know that the worlds freedom is 
one and that the great peace for which 
we pray will be established forever 
more.” 

A storm of applause was aroused in 
the house of commons today by men- 
tion of President Wilson’s address to 
congress. Henry Dalziel asked Chan- 
cellor Bonar Law whether he was in 
a position to give any information a's 
to the deeision of the American con- 
gress in regard to war. Mr. Bonar 
Law replied: 

„J have just received a telegram 
from our ambassador in Washington in 
which, after referring to the speech 
of President Wilson, he adds that in 
his opinion it was well received by 
congress and he expected the authority 
asked for would be given.” 

When President Wilson's name was 
mentioned the members applauded and 
they cheered again when the chancellor 
to 1 what the ambassador had 
cabled. 


EPOCH IN HISTORY, 
SAYS PARIS TEMPS. 


Paris, April 3.— The attention of 
France is fixed intently on Washing- 
ton, waiting for a vote by congress 
on President Wilson's recommenda- 
tion that congress declare that a state 
of war with Germany exists. Among 
the characteristic newspaper comment 
is that of The Temps, which says: 

‘Tt is a great date in the history of 
America, a great date in the history 
of humanity. The decision not to mix 
in the quarrel of Europe had dominated 
American policy for more than a cen- 
tury. German violence has been 
stronger than this will, and a new ally 
joins us. Despite the Monroe Doc- 
trine, despite immigration and despite 
all sorts of ties b 5 the two na- 
tions, the aggressive policy of the Ho- 
henzollern has forced war on a people 
which was firmly decided to remain 
neutral.” 

“What will Edison do? What unex- 
pected discovery will he offer to his 
country?” are questions that are being 
asked by the French people in view 
of the prospect of the United States 
joining the entente.

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110 Persons, Including Two 
Women and One Baby, 


Missing From Two Brit- 
ish Ships Torpedoed. 


New York, April 3.—One hundred 
and ten persons, including two women 
and one baby, are missing from two 
British steamships, the Trevose and the 
Alnwick Castle, each torpedoed with- 
out warning by German submarines. 
There were no Ameficans on either 
vessel. 

Twenty-four survivors, six of them 
passengers, arrived here today on the 
French steamship Venezia of the Fabre 
line, which rescued them at sea after 
they had been adrift four days and 
four nights during which five other men 
died from exposure. Besides these 
five, two of the crew of the Trevose 
were kitled by an explosion. 

The Trevose, a freighter, five of 
whose crew reached here on the Vene- 
zia, was sunk on March 18 when twelve 
days out from Newcastle, England, 
with coal for Alxandria, Egypt. George 
Grey, steward, of South Shields, one of 
the survivors, said the U-boat captain 
sent a torpedo into the Trevose at 10:30 
a. m. The explosion did not sink the 
ship immediately and the surviving 
twenty-five took to the boats, in which 
the crew drifted until night, when the 
Alnwick Castle appeared. They had 
been on this vessel only twelve hours 
when she was torpedoed by an unseen 
U-boat. The Alnwick Castle was go- 
ing from London to Capetown. Besides 
a crew of 100 she had five cabin and 
nine steerage passengers. 

The Alnwick Castle was 200 miles 
at sea when disaster came at. 6:30 
a.m. The 139 persons aboard included 
the Trevose’s crew of twenty-five, and 
among the Alnwick’s passengers were 
one woman and her three-months-old 
child. The other woman on board was 
the stewardess. 

Captain’s Stery of Tragedy. 


“All of our six boats were launched,” 
reads a statement by Captain Chave, 
of the Alnwick Castle, “and the ship 
sank in twenty-five minutes. The sub- 
marine emerged from the sea among 
the boats and watched the vessel foun- 
der slowly by the head, and then went 
off after another steamship which we 
could see about four miles to the east. 

‘Shortly after we saw this steamer 
blown up and later we sailed through 
the debris and wreckage, but saw no 
sign of her boats.” 

This ship seemed to explode like a 
Biant firecracker, other witnesses said, 
and must have been heavily laden with 
munitions. 

All that day the boats kept together, 
Captain Chave said, but during the 
night they became separated. In the 
boat with the skipper were seventeen 
of his own crew, six of the passengers 
and five of the Trevose's crew. Their 
rations consisted of less than one 
week’s supply of biscuit, one can of 
condensed milk and two small break- 
ers of water. Careful disbursement of 
these supplies were made twice a day. 

Gales disabled the rudder, blew 
away che sail and mast, both of which 
were, however, recovered and constant 
labor, shortage of water and lack of 
sleep, together with bitterly cold winds, 
ca used some of the men to become de- 
lirious. Two men died and later three 
more succumbed whose bodies remain- 
ed in the boat because the survivors 
were too weak to throw them dover- 
board. The hands and feet of the men 
were swollen to twice their normal size, 
Captain Chave said.

19 PERSONS MISSING 
FROM THE STANLEY. 

Berlin, April 3.—The British steam- 
ship Stanley, from Newport News 
March 7. with a cargo of grain for 
Cherbourg, was sunk by a German sub- 
marine without warning on March 21, 
and five members of her crew killed. 
Fifteen survivors of the ship reached 
here today on the steamship Port Al- 
bany. Two other mémbers of the crew, 
one an American, died of exposure in 
open boats. 

When. torpedoed the Stanley was 
nearing the Irish coast, and as the 
men were taking to the boats, the sub- 
marine fired upon them and the ship 
with a deck gun, the survivors assert- 
ed. The men killed by the explosion 
of the torpedo were three engineers 
and two firemen. 

Two boats were lowered. The one 
containing the captain and eighteen 
men drifted away from the boat which 
contained the men picked up by the 
Port Albany and have not been heard 
of since. 

The other drifted for seventy-six 
hours before being sighted by the Port 
Albany. This boat had on board Chief 
Officer Cole, Chief Engineer Jenkins 
and fifteen of the crew. They were all 
but exhausted from exposure. Two of 
their. number, including the American, 
died, „and more would have soon per- 
ished, officers. said, had their rescue 
been longer delayed. The officers said 
they could not recall the name of the 
American. His home was in Newport 
News. ' 

The Stanley was of 3,987 tons gross, 
380 feet long and owned by the Pyman 
Steamship company, of Westhartlepool. 


Newport News, Va., April 3.—Frank 
Burns, of Newport News, was the only 
American on the British steamer Stan- 
ley, sunk by a German submarine, ac- 
cording to available shipping record's 
here. Burns signed on the steamer at 
this port as a fireman, and the British 
vice consul here stated tonight that he 
undoubtedly was the American who 
j of exposure after the Stanley was 
sunk.

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TAKEN FROM GERMANS 


British Are Succeeding in 
the Effort to Outflank St. 


Germans Again Heavily 
Shell Rheims. 


New York, April 3.—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.) — Fach day finds the British and 
French forces drawing their net closer 
upon St. Quentin. Already close to the 
outskirts of the town on the west and 
southwest, the British and French in 
fresh drives have captured additional 
villages and points of support. 

Attacking on a front of more than 
eight miles south and southwest of 
the harassed German stronghold, the 
French troops, notwithstanding stub- 
born resistance by the Germans, every- 
where met with success, taking strong- 
ly organized positions and yvillages, 
notable among them Dallon, about two 
miles southwest, and Giffencourt, two 
miles seuth of the town. 

The British, already almost within 
a stone’s throw of the western out- 
skirts of St. Quentin, seemingly are 
resting there, while to the northwest 


they are carrying out a maneuver hav- 


ing as its object the flanking of St. 
Quentin from the north. In this op- 
eration they have partly succeeded, ac- 
cording to the British official commu- 


nication. 

Driving eastward from the 
Vermand they have captured the téwn 
of Maissemy, five miles northwest of 
St. Quentin, and further north the 
Ronssoy wood. Field Marshal Haig’s 
forces also were successful in taking 
the village of Heinin-Sur-Cojeul, five 
miles southeast of Adras, after inten- 
sive fighting. . : 

Rheims has again been violently 
bombarded by the Germans, more. than 
2,000 shells having been thrown into 
the town. Paris reports that there 
2 casualties among the civil popula- 

on. 

On the Russian front the Germans 
delivered attacks against the Russians 
south of Illoukst, which is in the 
Dvinsk sector, and south of Viadimir- 
Volynski, in Volhynia. At each place 
he attackers succeeded in penetrating 
usslan positions, but later were ex- 
pelled from them in counter attacks, 
according to the Rugsian war office.

IN BIG BLIZZARD 
BRITISH TROOPS 
CONTINUE GAINS 


London, April 3.—Despite a heavy 
blizzard which raged — 2 the night. 
further progress was made by the Brit - 
ish forces, says Reuter’s correspondent 
in a dispatch from British headquarters 
in France. Henin-Sur-Cojeul, five 
miles southeast of Arras, has deen 
cleared of the enemy, giving the Brit- 
ish possession of the line running al- 
most straight from Beaurains to the 
Amiens-Cambrai road near Beaumetz. 
The British occupied the village of 
Maissemy, northwest of St. Quentin, 
while a rman counter attack against 
Templeux-le-Guerard was repulsed 
with heavy casualties. : 
Prolonged fighting for the village of 
Henin-sur-Cojeul, southeast of Arras, 
has ended in the capture of the place 
by the British, according to the official 
report 9 from headquarters in 
France. Maissemy, northwest of St. 
uentin, and Ronssoy Wood, further to 
the north, have also been occupied. 
The text reads: 

“In the course of a successful attack 
yesterday southeast of Arras our 
troops, after prolonged fighting, car- 
ried the village of Henin-sur-Cojeul, in 
addition to the villages already report- 
ed captured. Durihg the evening a 
second German counter attack was 
broken up by our artillery. (The other 
villages, mentioned in Monday’s official 
statement, were Doignies, uverval, 
Noreuil, Longatte, Ecoust-St. Mein and 
Croisilles.) 

“Further south we also captured the 
village of ssemy and occupied 
Ronssoy wood. We carried out a suc- 
cessful raid last night opposite Arras. 
“Two German airplanes were brought 
down by our gunfire yesterday, one of 
which fell in our lines. In air fight 
four German machines were brought 
down and two others were driven down 
damaged. Six of our machines are 
missing.“ 


FRENCH CAPTURE 
STRONG POSITIONS. 


Paris, April 3.—A series of powerful- 
ly organised points of support held by 
large German forces and about eight 
miles in extent have been captured by 
the French to the south of St. Quentin. 
Various villages and heights fell into 
the hands of the French. 

The official communication from the 
war office announcing this latest suc- 
ceseful operation reports that the town 
of Rheims has been violentl — 
barded by the Germans, more than t»..

"AGRICULTURAL SCHOOL. 


The Agricultural Committee of the Geor- 
gia Division of the National League for 
Woman's Service has inaugurated a prac- 
tical movement, through which to render 
service in the present crisis, in the estab- 
lishment of a School of Agriculture in the 
House of Representatives in the State 
Capitol. 

As pointed out by Mrs. Nellie Peters 
Black, chairman of the Agricultural Commit- 
tee, in an interview elsewhere, “The woman 
now who darns the soldiers’ socks, or rolls 
bandages for the wounded, or plants a gar 
den from which to feed her family, is equally 
of service to her country.” 

The purpose of the Agricultural School 
as launched by the women of this commit- 
tee is toaid the Home Service workers upon 
whom will fall the burden of maintaining the 
family when the supporter is called to arms. 

Though there are various departments in 
the National League for Woman’s Service, 
and in the National Red Cross Service, in 
which women may register for many branch- 
es of work, the firat service women will have 
to render in the event of war le service at 
home. 

In the departments of home service none 
will be more important than the raising of 
foodstuffs, the establishing of the little home 


mittee have successfully organized the 
school which will begin Thursday at 3 
o’clock, the first speaker being Carl Vroo- 
man, of the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture. Dr. A. M. Soule, of the University 
of Georgia, is making the program upon 
which the school will be directed, and the 
enterprise is receiving the warmest support 
from the various organizations now working 


of agriculture. 

Only a casual knowledge of the tremen- 
dous work being accomplished by the women 
in the European war zone suggests the 
value of preparedness to our women, through 
their organized forces. As Mrs. Black points 
out, “Now is the time to use the machinery 
of the organization,” and for all women to 
unite on a patriotic basis. 

No more practical beginning could be 
made by the women of Georgia than through 
their Home Service in the raising of food 
crops, and the way to do it is to be taught 
in the Atlanta School for Agriculture. 


A HOME-SUPPLY YEAR. 


The Houston (Texas) Post speaks of the 
shipment of home-raised hogs to market 
from one community in that state as though 
that branch of farm industry had received 
little or no attention up to date. At least, 
it is stated, the farmers have not heretofore 
gone into the business “intelligently and 
earnestly.” They have not realized that 
“there is real money in it.“ 

But the fact that more than $30;000 has 
been paid a few hog-raising farmers of one 
Texas community for stock shipped to mar- 
ket since Christmas, has been an eye-opener 
to the farmers of the state. 

Results speak for themselves, as our 
Houston contemporary points out. Because 
of these hog sales— 


the farmers have the reedy cash to pay 
for groceries and dry goods. The mer- 
chant in turn has ready cash to pay the 
wholesaler. And all of them get the 
goods they buy at the lowest market 
price. That means a saving of at least 
20 per cent over the old credit prices to 
which we were accustomed when cotton 
was the only crop. 


The estimate of The Post is that tens 
of millions of dollars have been leaving the 
state every year to pay for bacon and lard! 

But determined, intelligent effort will be 
made to keep this money at home hereafter, 
and this can be done if “every Texas farm 
markets two or three hogs every year and 
keeps enough for home use.” 

That is a simple proposition—a smal! 
“outlay,” in the aggregate, to secure the. big 
results hoped for. 3 
So at last, a hog-raising campaign for all 
there is in it is on in earnest in Texas, and 
the farmers have set a money-mark which 
represents millions to work up to. 

The Georgia farmers who have passed 
from the experimental hog-raising stage not 
only have a sufficient supply for home con- 
sumption, but they are shipping meat to 
market and bringing money home. 

And the packing house Is coming to the 
farm! 

This is the year of the country’s greatest 
need for larger home supplies—through 
stock raising and general food crops; and 
it is up to the farmers everywhere to make 
it a record year along these lines.

APPEALS COURT UPHOLDS 
THE SUNDAY “BLUE LAW” 


In the case of W. A. Loach vs. the City of 
LaFayette, in an opinion handed down Tues- 
day, the state court of appeals upheld once 
more the Sunday “blue law. When Loach 
was convicted of selling soft drinks on Sun- 
day, Judge Moses Wright declined to grant a 
certiorari, and Loach appealed. The high 
court upheld Judge Wright, stating that “a 
municipal ordinance which prohibits keeping 
open any store on the Sabbath for the pur- 
pose of selling merchandise is not subject to 
attack on the ground that it penalizes an act 
forbidden by the penal code.

One of the most interestin row 
in sentiment to me,“ — lene 
is the fact that the bankers of tne 
south have come to realize how vital 
to the welfare of the country is the 
proper development of the live stock 
industry, We bankers not only in the 
Soutn but all over the country have 
had to be more or less educated as the 
years gO by from that state of mind 
in which we used to consider ourseives 
merely as money lenders to that con- 
dition very widely accepted among the 
bankers today; that they are custo- 
dians of trust funds and that they 
have an intimate relation to the devel- 
opment of their respective communi- 
ties. It is mighty reassuring to find 
that southern bankers have come to 
see how important the development of 
the live stock business is and that a 
well-secured cattle loan to a respon- 
sible farmer is one of the finest pieces 
of paper that a banker can have in his 
pocketbook. It is secured by a commod- 
ity for which there is a werld-wide 
market and a constant cash demand. 
With the factors constituting this mar- 
ket as they have been during the last 
two years and as they promise to be 
so far as any of us can see in the 
future, this market may be relied upon 
to give the farmer and live stock feed- 


Jer a fair profit upon his investment. 


The industry is just as fundamental 
as the raising of cotton and the 
chances are very much less to be con- 
sidered. 

“There are well-organized agencies 
at the various markets to handle the 
financing of live stock business, but 
I hope to see the time when in your 
imperial state of Georgia, as well as 
in the other great states throughout 
the south, there will be no outside fi- 
I confidently ex- 
pect to see all of this business taken 
care of by the local banks. I know, 
from observation, that the banks are 
anxious to assist their customers and 
the development of their communities 
in this way and that thousands of them 
are already loaning on live stock on 
as conservative a basis as anywhere 
else in the country. When loans are 
conservatively made there is no rea- 
son for taking a mortgage on land, 
crops, and the borrower’s wife and 
children in addition to the cattle. In 
the hands of an intelligent farmer—and 
let me emphasize this matter of in- 
telligence—there is no strange un- 
known chance in the cattle loan any 
more than there is in a cotton loan. 

“More strength I say to the bank- 
ers who have seen the light in this 
important matter and are practicing 
the faith that is in them. 

“During the last five to eight years 
it has been my pleasure to visit ex- 
tensively throughout the various states 
of the south. As we all know, this pe- 
riod has seen a most remarkable de- 
velopment, especially along agricultu- 
ral lines throughout thig section. To 
my mind the most significant and im- 
portant feature has been the awaken- 
ing of southern people to the fact that 
efficiemt agriculture means diversified 


, cultivation, of the soil and animal hus- 


bandry. Through bitter experience the 
south has come to see that a one-crop 
system is invariably an invitation to 
gambling on the future and ultimate 
poverty. When, however, a farmer is 
raising on his own place not only a 
sufficient amount of feedstuff to take 
care of the animals kept thereon but 
a surplus possibly to sell and wh he 
is, in addition, raising the necelsary 
food for his own famity, he is an in- 
dependent farmer: both as to his eco- 
nomic standing and his civic con- 
sciousness.” -

For Personal Damages 


In the case of Mrs. Flora Heyman 
vs. Jules Heyman, appealed to the state 
court of appeals from Judge “gee | 8 
Hammond's court in Augusta, where 
Mrs. Heyman sued her husband for 
$2,500 for personal injuries received 
when she was thrown from an auto- 
mobile which he was driving, the court 
of appeals, in an opinion handed down 
Tuesday, held that a husband is not 
liable for personal damages sustained 
by his wife. 

The opinion, which was written by 
Judge Roscoe Luke, says that “under 
the statute law of Georgia a wife can- 
not recover of a husband, with whom 
she is living in lawful wedlock, for a 
tort resulting from his negligent oper- 
ation of an automobile in which they 
were riding at the time of the injury.” 

The decision further points out that 
“at common law, by marriage the hus- 
band and wife are one person in law;

solidated into that of the husband;

New York, April 3.—This morning’s 
news from Washington was followed 
by an excited advance in the cotton 
market, which evidently reflected a 
bullish view of the effect of this coun- 
try’s entrance into the war. Advances 
of approximately 40 to 50 points oc- 
curred in prices, with May contracts 
selling up to 19.64, the highest level 
reached since they fell to 12.60 at the 
beginning of February on the an- 
nouncement of the German submarine 
policy. The delivery closed at 19.54. 
with the general list closing steady at 
a net advance of 36 to 45 points. 

The market opened firm at an ad- 
vance of 8 to 21 points and sold 39 
to 35 points net higher right after the 
call on covering, trade buying and a 
broadening outside demand. Nothing 
in the news seemed to attract any at- 
tention around the ring except the re- 
ports from Washington, and there were 
very few sellers on the initial advance. 
Demand tapered off somewhat around 
19.33 for July, and there were reac- 
tions of 10 or 12 points from the best, 
but realizing sales were soon absorb- 
ed and the market firmed up again 
during the middle of the day. The high- 
est prices were reached well , in 
the afternoon, with July selling at 
19.36, October at 18.47 and December at 
18.54. This made an advance of 42 to 
49 points over last night's closing fig- 
ures and of over $4 per bale from the 
low level of Monday. Closing prices 
showed reactions of 6 to 10 points from 
the best. The bullish idea appeared to 
be that this country’s entrance into 
the war would operate in several di- 
rections.
